Accused of 

Distortion 

TORONTO (CUP)» Uore than 
250 demonstrators-^a cross-sec- 
tion of tbe Canadian student lett 

plus leaders of youth movements 
In Franc e» Getmanyand the United 
States , picketted the Torooto 
Glot>6 and Mall Sunday (Octolwr 
26} demanding tbe newspapor end 
Its distortion ol ttie Quebec Inde- 
pendence movement. 
CUmaxlng their protest by form- 
ing a gigantic moving circle In a 

vacant lot opposite the Globe bulld- 
Ingi tbe stadents chanted ttieir sup- 
port for an Independent socialist 
Quebec and demanded the Globe 
"end the Ues, or shut It down". 

Among the protestors were Luc 
Barrett^ president of the Union 
Natlonale des Etudlants de France; 
Relmot Relcht past president of 
ttie Socialist German Shjdent Lea- 
gue (SDS); Michael Klonsky, for- 
mer national secretary of theU^S* 
Shidents for a Democratic Sdclety^ 
and students from virtually every 
province In Canada* 

The demonstrators were dele- 
gales al Clendon College's ''Year 
of the Barricades/' a four-day 
symposium on the nature and dlr* 
ection of the International student 
movement, which began last , 
Thursday. 

A leaflet circulated at Glendon 
Saturday (October 15) claimed the 
Globe Is leading "a systematic 
campaign of slander, smears, fa^ 
Isetkood and distortion aimed at 
whipping up an atmosphere of 
hysteria In Canada," 

The press campaign, the leaf- 
let saldj was trying to "Isolate 
the people of Quebec from Can- 
adians who would support their 
struggle If they knew what was 
going on/^ 

The Immediate focus for the 
demonstration was a story on 
the front page of the October 23 
Globei in which an English Can- 
adian lawyer In Montreal charged 
Quebec nationalist organiaations 
were financed by Moscow, Cuba 
and the El Fatah (a naUonal fac- 
tion of the Palestine Liberation 
Front.) 

The lawyer was speaking to mem- 
bers of the Mount Royal Women's 
Club^ an organisation founded and 
operated by members of Mont- 
,real's ^ English upper-class com- 
munity, 

Montreal activist Stanley Gray, 
a member of Quebec's left-wing 
Front de liberation populalre, told 
delegates the story had earned only 
three Inches of column space In 
the liack pages of Montreal news- 
papers, 

'Mt would be very nice If this 
fellow would give us the names 
of all the people he says are fin- 
ancing our organization," Gray 
said, '^because we're really short 
of money right now— In fact we're 
in debt," 

Gray, a political science lecturer 

at McGill University unUl fired 
for his part In disrupting a meet- 
ing* of the university's board of 
governors last year, attended the 
conference to explain the activities 

of ttie PLP and to raise Amds for 
memlwrs arrested In a current 
crackddwnSm Indepmleht actlv* 
ity In Quebec.

Salaries Published 

PALO ALTO, Callt CCUPI)--A fog of embarnssmeDt felt over 
Stanford University Wedneadfty October 28 as an unldeotlfled group 
of student radicals Onally breacb ed the ultimate boundary of proprle* 
ty-^ttaey published the hitherto secret salaries of tmiverslty adml- 
nlstntors and professors. 

Their Sl-'page document, fnterqwrsed with quotatioDS from Hao 
Tse-Tbng^ showed salaries were highest for scientists and that re- 
search professors tended to reiselve much more money than teaching 
professors* 

The document disclosed that Stanford administration president 
Kenneth Fltzer makes $60^000 per year, with an additional expense 
account of $28,500. Average pay lor a ftjll professor Is $18,I9S per 
year. 

Workers Strike at Guelph 

GUELPU (CUP)"Campus workers at the University of Guelph— 
900 In all— began a strike Friday October 24 In support of demands 
for union security and better wages. 

Represented by the Civil Service Association of Ontario (CSAO), 
the workers'-^technlclanSp tradesmen, secretaries, caretakers, hou- 
sekeepers, porters and drivers— voted 92 per cent in fkvor of the 
strike action October 3, after six months of negotiations with the 
university broke down. 

All services on the campus with the exception of food services ha- 
ve either stopped or are operatlngat a minimum* Employees of Vor- 
safood Services, caterers for university food services* initially refu- 
sed to cross the workers' picket lines, but on Monday October 27 a 
cavalcade of VersaJood cars, escorted by police, crossed Into the 
campus*

McGill Resignations 

MONTREAL (CUP>--Flve of McGlll 's eight student senators and 
three student council members resigned their posts Friday (Octol>er 
24) rather than "stay and legitimize what the senate Is doing". 

Education rep Margo Verral asked student council to send no more 
students to senate meetings until the administration promised to 
restructure the university's highest governing t)ody to Include 
"one-third students, one^ttilrd faculty and one-third representatives 
of the Quebec people*" 

When council reAised to pass the measure in favor of continuing 
negotiations with administration on the government of McGlll, 
Verral^ two more council members and Ave senators resigned* 
The senators' terms expire next week.

The four— Kenneth Schlosserj Malinda Leach, Paul Soghstein, 
and Joan Hirschfleld—recelved Jail sentences of Item two days 
to six months and Ones ranging from $ 200 to f 750 for their part 
in the four-day series of. vl^ent demonstratioos last month* 

Another 23 persons were Indicted Saturday (November 1) by a 
Chicago grand Jury on charges ranging from mob action to aggra- 
vated tMittery,

AUCC Delegates 

WATERLOO (CUP)-- When the University of Waterloo admin- 
istration said it wanted student delegates to attend the annual 
conferen^.e of the Association of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada, it didn't mean Just any old student delegates. 

But the administration didn't make that clear to vi^aterloo student 
federation prdsldent Tom Patterson t)efore three student repres- 
entatives—all members of the Waterloo Radical Student Movement-* 
were voolnted to the administrative gathering, held in Ottawa 
Monday (November 3} through Thursday. 

And now, no students are ^Ing to the conference. 

Administration president Howard Petch recently rejected the 
three representatives named^ by the Waterloo student council oo 
the grounds they were ^'unrepresentative" of the campus: all 
three—Ron Golemba* Cyril Levitt and Mavis Homes^^-are under- 
graduates in arts programs at Waterloo.

Santhanam was not re*bired by 
U^Ia's board of trustees tor the 
1969-70 term; no reason was given 
for his dismissal. Od October 
8, three student and seven facul- 
ty memtMrs of the Ixqfola senate 
resigned, declaring they had "no 
confidence*' In the colleges admln- 
lstratioo due to the affair* 

The boycott^ nar- 
rowly approved in a shjdent refer- 
endum, received the support of 
nearly 100 of Loyola's 270 faculty. 
Addressing a crowd of approxim- 
ately 600 students and faoilty Mon- 
day morning, Malooe said he be- 
lieved Santhanam received "Just

Student 
Smashed 

CALGARY (CUP) —Students at 
the University of Calgary Monday 
(October 27) voted by a narrow 
margin to withdraw financial sup- 
port from the campus newspaper, 
ihB Gauntlet, in. an attempt to qua- 
sh the paper's left-wing editorial 
policy* 

But the Calgary student council 
took the students' mandate a step 
ftirther, and prevented publication 
of the Gauntlet's lastsxibllciy-iui" 
anced Issuei which was scheduled 
to appear on the campus Wednes- 
day (October 29). 
In a referendum ballot Monday, 
the Calgary shidents voted 1,2SS 
to 1,236 to cease financing the 
Gauntlet, which has editorially 
taken a milltantly anti-capitalist 
stance under editor-in-chief Rudy« 
After the referendum, the Gaun- 
tlet staff announced the paper 

would ^'onOnue to pubUfib on ^^^"^ 
basis ot its advertlsbg revenue; 
the move inspired the student 
council to demand that the printer 
cease work on the final council- 
financed issue of the newspaper. 
"I want the paper stepped/* said 
Lee lUchardson, council vlce-pr- 
esldenL "You know the kind of 
things they're going to write now 
.for Wednesday. I don't want that 
paper to appear on this campus."

Attorney Richard Bird produced 
sworn statutory declarattons by 
four SFU students— Malcolm Fast, 
BiU Wheeler, Lief Pedersen and 
Denlse McIfharEey»declaring th*^ 
at in a private meeting Lester 
had indicated his bias. 

The meeting had! been called by 
11 students— Including the four who 
signed statements^^who began a 
hunger strike on the campus Octo- 
ber 23 In support of the strike by 
faculty and shjdents in PSA. 

In the statutory declaration pre- 
sented to the Iward, Malcolm Fast 
said Lester's comments at the 
meeting Indicated "that Mr, Les- 
ter has already ludged the«.,.&us- 
pended professors which were due 
to come before him and In the 
main has decided against them. 

"...Mr. Lester stated the PSA 
department was politically mono- 
Uthlc/' Fast declared, "and fUr* 
ther implied the 'radical facUoo* 
Was responsible for this, and that 
the situation provides Justlficattoo 
for punitive action being taken a- 
gainst particular Individuals In the 
PSA department/* 

The board declared the charges 
of prejudgement were "not rele- 
vant to the Issue before the Ixttrd" 
—specifically, the suspension ot 
Aberle-^and declared Lester wou- 
ld remain as chairman. 

Dismissal procedures twgan a- 
gainst the professors October 3« 
when they remained oo strike af- 
ter administration threats that 
striking faculty would be fired tor 
not teaching regular^ approved 
classes.

Women's Liberation 

Ott Thursday October 30th, a small groiq) of womeji met In U.C* 
louoge for LU*8 first "women's (or more accurately 'people's'} 
Uberatloa'' meeting. The evenings' "literature*' was distributed 
about the room In the form of well-known 'feminine' ads. Such 
phrases as ' can you be the last woman to use only one deodor- 
ant?'^ 'uofortunately a woman's trickiest deodorant problem Is- 
n't under her pretty lltUe arms' or * woman-'-the beautlAil con- 
sumer' showed society's active degradation and commerciallza- 
Uon of women. The female body Is od the open market! I 
'A doctor's pamphet entitledt ''A Young Woman Seeks Premar- 
fltal Counsel'^ was produced to point out some popular mis- 
conceptions of our life. The booklet Immediately proceeds to 
morallM to the reader In a primary- school-type iiashlon referring 
to the young woman as "now Miss Jones" and then stating that 
"marriage is the only way to 'complete life' "« This Idea is 
'proved' In life In that even 60% of all women that have BA's are 
toll-time housewives. A girl who manages to escape this 'rite' 
of marriage is put down tv society as an "old maM". Judy La- 
marsh Is one the most well-known examples of this tragedy. 

However^ woman's role In society Is as much her own fault as 
anyone's. Very few females will deal with things honestly— *par* 
ticularly with another woman. There Is a constant urge to com- 
pete (which Is strongly encouraged by advertlstng) with other wo- 
men. Therefore most intelligent women have very few real t^ 
male friends. 

Another popular mlsconcepUon in the female world is that one 
needs a man to be secure or even to be a 'complete' (whatever 
that means) woman. It Is definitely true that women need men 
and vice versa^ BUT a woman can stand on her own feet as well 
and still be a person without 'her man'. She is not merely John 
Doe's 'girl-Mend' or 'wife' but also (or rather more Important- 
ly so) Sally Smith. 

In most cases a girl Is not eipected to "grow-up"« She merely 
transfers her dependency from her parents to her husband. She 
is still a child! Why must this be so??? 

In reality, every one of us is really alone anyway — whether man 
or woman. Our thoughts and emotions can never t)e fliUy shared 
by another * Why then must one sex be expected to depend solely 
on the other? Why cannot everyone "be themselves" and have 
their own world? 

The meeting then went on to discuss some possible answers 
to why women rarely sPeak at lanre heterosexual sroun meetings 
(for example— at < the mass teach-in a couple of weeks ago— ^only 
_ two girls spoke-*"In the governors' lounge that day-no glVls spoke^ 
'^•P^w^'^fii:6;Avr?2eneMl 'tntoongf- one female expressed heropln- 
lon-^-at the second lltb floor confrontation-^only two women add- 
ded to the questioning). For one thing» women have been forced 
Into accepting an inferior attitude — ttiat Js^to feet that their o- 
plnlons are not really worth expressing. In other words they 
feel too Insecure about their own powers, Also^ when one woman 
overcomes this dlfflculty and does speaki she finds that no other 
female feels capable of supporting her openly so she stands alone 

thus adding to her Insecurity and causing her to think twice 

before peaking again. It's a vicious circle I 
Further discussion developed on the topic of birth control. It 
was the general concensus of the group that most people— ^both 
men and women—^-are embarrassed to discuss this tc^lc open- 
ly. 

ifoclety has still not accepted pre-marital birth control at alL 
A single girl finds it almost Impossible to procure btrth control 
pills— or If she can, she is subjected to a doctor's tyranny of 
morallzatlon. Why must men and women feel guilt In a physical 
relations Up? 

At th!s meeting, nothing was really concluded, which Is to be ex- 
pected, but much was discussed and brought tothe attention of those 
present. Women cannot expect to make any radical changes In 
the mind of society. However, the Individual person con see the 
wrongs, believe In the rights, AND PRACTISE THEM.

Jock Kerouac died last week. His death 
certainly waan*t front page news or 
anything like that. Eight or ten years ago it 
would have been big news but now that he 
has been relegated to a relatively obscure 
position nobody seemed to care much. I was 
shocked and saddened when I read the news, 
for once I, like many others of my 
generation, felt a great affinity with 
Kerouac. 

Once, when Kerouac*s name was 
synonymous with the *Beat Generation' his 
novels were being read by everyone. He 
was. you might say, the Hermann Hesse of 
the fifties. KeroUsac's books were 
obligatory reading for every kid En the early 
stages of rebellion. 

I remember plowing through On The 
Road, Dhrama Bums, the The Sub- 
terraneans when I was t4 and 15^ How ap- 
pealing to me then were the free-spirited 
characters in the novels, with their devil- 
maV'care attitudes* The philosophy of the 
Beat Generation, which has been dished up 
as "Jau-Junk'Pot-Poclry-Ideas-Orgasm- 
Codl", was pretty attractive in those high 
school days. 

Jacl< Kerouac and Allen Ginsberg were 
the chief mentors of the Beat Generation. 
Kerouac wrote all his novels In an 
exhilarating, hurried style and filled them 
with characters like Duloi ( himself ). Neal 
Cassady, who roamed America restlessly. 
On the Road became the bible of the Beat 
Generation and the way of life it portrayed 
became the guidelines for the thousands of 
others who wanted to follow the Beats on the 
road ID freedom, or whatever. 

Allen Ginsberg's now-immortal poem 
EIowl was as important to the Beats as was 
On The Road, Ginsberg dedicated It to his 
good friend Kerouac, among others. It 

reads: 

'^DED [CATION To Jack Kerouac, new 
Buddha of American prose, who spit fortli 
tnlclligencclntoctavcn books written m half 
the number of years ( 1951-1956) — On the 
Road, Visions of Neal, Dr. Sax, Springtime 
Mnrv, The Subterraneans, San Francisco 
Blues, Some of the Dhrama, Book of 
Dreams, Wolce Up, Mexico City Blues, and 
Visions of Gerard — creating a spontaneous 
bop prosody and original classic literature. 

l^lcr Kerouac commented on Ginsberg s 
work: "1 never understand what he's 

drivlnft al/^ 

SadJy with the dying of the Beat 
generation in the late fifties and early 
sixties Jack Kerouac faded Into obscurity. 
He still wrote and his books were published 
but nobody seemed to care much any more. 
He was a has-been at 40, Ginsberg, on the 
other hand, has remained In the forefront 



chief philosopher for beats

and today is certainly the most popular U.S. 
poet if not the most important. 

Kerouac was of French-Canadian an- 
cestry. He grew upih Lowell, Mass., where 
he was distinguished as the high school 
football star. He went to Columbia 
University in New York on an athletic 
scholarship. 

The most imporUnt Influence on Kerouac 
during his Columbia years were Thomas 
Wolfe, whose novels he devoured, and Allen 
Ginsberg, who was also a student there« 
During his Columbia stint he grew **black» 
broody and poetic/' In his sophomore year 
he tired of his duties as a halfback and the 
grip of university life and dropped out. He 
entered the U,S, Navy but was quickly 
discharged as a "schizoid personalit}^/' 

For the next ten years Kerouac wandered 
around the country and these wanderings 
were to become the subject of his best* 
known novels, Including On the Road. 

He held a vast array of jobs* He was a 
sportswriter, a merchant seatnan» a gas 
station attendant, and a railroad brakeman, 
Between jobs he travelled the country with 
various companions. Among them was Beat 
saint Ncal Cassady, who became Dean 
Moriffiy, the hero of On the Road. 

The Beat Generation evolved slowly. A 
number of people have attejnpted to define 
exactly what It was Jsut few have come to 
any agreement. For Kerouac !t was a 
religious experience more than anything 
else, "I went one afternoon to the church of 
my childhood (one of them)« Ste. Jeanne 
d^Arc in Lowell." he said "and suddenly 



with tears In my eyes !»««»* v?'**?.*'**?!! 
must have really meant with 'beat', anyhow 
when I heard the holy silence in the church. 

The Beat Generation flourished in San 
Franclsco^a North Beach and Greenw ch 
Village. Ufe Magazine did •P«ads *m the 
bearded, sandaled people who Inhabited 
these Mighbourh&Jds, Th<^ beats were 
classified in newspaoSer? qnd on TV shows as 
dirty, shaRgy, flngcrclicking, pot-smoktng. 
frce-lovIng degenerates. The Beatnik 
became a national Joke and Kerouac ahd 
Ginsberg were the primary victims. 

Kerouac became such an IntcmaUonal 
figure that he was praised by the Minister of 
Culture of the Soviet Union for being the 
only novelist in the United States -wriUng 
antl-canltallst novels. Of course the minister 
missed the point for the evil that Kcrpuac 
and his friends attacked wasn't as specific 
as capitalism but was anything that 
restricts or destroys the spontaneity and 
freedom of the Individual soul. 

When the Beat Generation was at its peak 
and public curiosity about It was running 
high. Kerouac wrote '*Thc Origins of the 
Beat Generation" for Playboy. In It he 
defended the movement: 

'* But yet, but yet, woe, woe unto those who 
think that the Beat Generation means 
crime, delinquency. Immorality, amorality , 
• , woe unto those who attack it on the ground 
that they simply, don't understand history 
and the yearnings of human souls . * . Woe 
unto those - - , who deny the most Important 
of the Ten Commandments \ • . who don t ^ 
believe in the unbelievable sweetness of sex 
love, woe unto those who are the standard 
bearew of death . . , who believe In conflict 
and horror and violence . . . woe In fact unto 
those who make evil movies about the Beat 
Generation where innocent housewives are 
raped by beaUiiks! Woe unto those who are 
the real dreary sinners that every God finds 
room to forgive . , . woe unto those who spit 
on the Beat Generation, the wlnd'll blow It 

Kerouac developed his own method of 
wriUng, calling it both Instant literature and 
spontaneous prose* It allowed him to gain 
great speed in his writing; indeed the 
method was so swift that he completed On 
the Road In three weeks. 

Kerouac explained his technique as ''a 
new way of writing about life, no fiction, no 
craft, no revision afterthoughts, the heart- 
breaking discipline of the veritable fire 
ordeal where you can't go back but have 
made the vow of 'Speak now or forever hold 
your tongue* and all of it innocent so^head 
confession, the discipline of making the 
mind the slave of the tongue with no chance 
to lie or re^laborate/* 

Kerouac's style was the subject of a great 



deal of literary bickering. Some critics 
hailed it as a literary innovation ranking 
near Joycean heights and others considered 
it a toad of superficial garbage Intended to 
camouflage a meagre talent* ' 

CerUiinly no U.Si writer, not even Norman 
Mailer, has been the subject of as much 
ridicule and down-right venwn as Kerouac, 
He was battered from critic to critic, only 
occasionally* finding a friendly voice. 

Normal Podhorct2, for example. In a very 
bitchy essay, "The Know-Nothing 
Bohemians", derides Kerouac: "... 
poverty of resources Is apparent in those 
passages where Kerouac tries to handle a 
situation- involving even slightly com- 
plicated feeling. His usual tactic is to run for 
cover behind diche and vague signals to the 
reader. The worship of pijmltisism and 
spontaneity is more than a cover for 
hostility to Intelligence; It arises from a 
pathetic poverty of feeling as welL" 

But Kerouac did have his champions and 
among them was, surely enough, Henry 
Miller. In his IntroducUon to The Sub- 
terraneans Miller says; "Jack Kerouac has 
done something to our immaculate prose 
from which It may never recover. A 
passionate lover of language, he knows how 
to use It Bom virtuoso that he is, he takes 
pleasure In defying the taws and con- 
ventions of literary expression which 
cripple genuine, untrammeled com- 
munication between reader and writer." 

The Beat Generation fizzled out soon 
enough. But Kerouac had abaondoned it 
long before it went under. He became 
disiiluisloned with It all in the late 50s when 
the North Beach scene ifTa^ at Its zenith. In 
1963 Kerouac published Desolation Angels 
and it chronicled his movement away from 
the Beat Generation. 

Desolation Angels opens in 19S6 when 
Kerouac first feels disappointment with 
Beat society and retreats to the woods to 
spend a month alone as a fire watcher. He 
returns to San Francisco to be with the gang 
but It Is no good anymore; he goes to 
Mexico, and flnaiiy to Europe, ending up in 
Tangiers with William Burroughs (where 
Kerouac took the time to type upi the 
manuscript of Naked Lunch). He eventually 
returns to the United States to his mother*s 
house on Long Island. 

It is a sad and foriom book, the painful 
search of a man on his last journey. 
Kcrouac's brief period of glory is over and 
soon the movement itself will fall out ol 
fashion. 

In Desolation Angels he says: "A peaceful 
sorrow at home is the beat Til ever be able 
to offer the worid, In the end, so I told my 
Desolation Angels goodbye. A new life for

Turmoil rocked the entire prov- 
Ince of Quebec this past week» 
over the Issue of "language of 
education/* 

Strikes: have paralysed most of 
the large French universities in 
the province. Junior colleges 
throughout Quet>ec have been hit 
by massive class boycotts wtille 
numerous high schools are shut 
down entirely* 

lOjOOO students staged a spec- 
tacular non-vlotent march on the 
Montreal headquarters ot the rul- 
ing Union Datlonaleparty on lYies^ 
day (October 28). This followed a 
frenzied teach-in which jammed 
the entire University de Montreal 
sports arena* Other demonstra- 
tions, against targets such as the 
Montreal City Hall occurred thr- 
oughout the weekp 

Momentum was building up rap- 
idly for a massive confrontation 
before the Parliament Building In 
Qu§t>ec on Friday. By keeping 
the earlier demonstrations peace** 
hilt leaders hoped to amass gen- 
eral support for the Friday ac-* 
tlcn to the tune of 500^000 demon- 
strate rs« 

The "week of protest" was spar^ 
ked by theprovindal government's 
attempt to Introduce a bllt--Bill 
63-'endbling both Ehgllsh Canad- 
ians and "New Canadians" to 
choose freely between English- 
and French* language education for 
their children. 

The "language of education" is- 
sue has been building up over the 
last two years In QuetKC^ initially 
Ignited by an educational crisis In 
the Montreal suburb of St* Leon- 
ard, 

The freedom of Italian residents 
to choose English language school- 
ing lay at the base of that conflict 
In May 1968, a newly^elected sch- 
ool commission decided toalMlish 
all English language public schools 
in the community over a period 
of six years. Child ren of " English 
origin" were to be bussed out of 
Su Leonard for their education. 

The English and Italian residents 
of the community reacted violently 
to this sudden liquidation of their 
"ftindamcntal rights." They.re- 
fljsed to submit to the Imposition 
of French language schools and 
established their own classes in 
local tiomesp 

Spearheading the drive to abol- 
ish English language schooling was 
Raymond Lemieujc* HisUguepour 
I'lntfigration Scolalre attempted to 
carry the "unlllngualist" position 
to other communities In the prov- 
ince* 

While no other St. Uonard sit- 
uation has been provoked^ the Is- 
sue of French unlUnguallsm has 



captured the imagination of French 
Canadian nationalists^ loumallsts 
and students throughout Quebec. 

The unlllnguallsts are particul- 
arly concerned that almost all im- 
migrants to Quebec are assimil- 
ated immediately Into the English 
language milieu. The Increased 
flow ofpostwar Immigration^ com- 
bined with a drastically lower 
French birthrate. Is predicted to 
make the French a minority In 
Montreal within 10 years. 

The unlllnguallsts ftjrther main- 
tain that the French are an over- 
whelming majority in Quebec and 
should not finance an English pub- 
lic school system. This rationale 
has great emotional force t)ecause 
the Quebec economy Is run in the 
English language. The unlllng- 
uallsts feet English schools abet 
this situation and threaten to re- 
legate the French language to the 
kitchens and the churches. 

Ultimately they fear for the sur- 
vival of the French language and 
culture^ and for the survival of 
the French Canadian nation itself. 

The Issue has fantastic emotional 
power and has erupted into sprees 
of violence on more than one occ- 
asion. English and French stu- 
dents clashed during Operation 
McGUI— last March's rally of unl- 
llnguallsts at English - speaking 
McGill University. 

The nationalists chose McGUl 
as a symlx)! of Englisli domination 
of Qu6l}ec society* They vehement- 
ly object to Quebec government 
subsidies of the English unlversit- 
les-McGUl, Sir George Williams, 
Bishop's, Loyola— while the Fr- 
ench universities— University de 
Montreal, Sherbrooke, Laval^ Un- 
iversity de Quebec— are sorely In 
need of ftinds to improve their 
long-neglected facilities. 

Unlllnguallsts turned out in force 
again In Septemt}er 1969 In another 
French-Italian confrontation at St. 
L§onard.^ Fights broke out between 
the French and Italians and stores 
in the community were ransacked. 

The poUcep who were caught by 
surprise, panicked and read the 
Klot Act. In an attempt to dampen 
the unlllnguallst fervor, the gov^ 
ernment charged unlllnguallst le- 
aders with sedition, 
Raymond Lemleux, who will be 
leading Friday's march, is only 
free on ball as a result of charges 
stemming from the riot. 
The atmosphere of unrest in 
Montreal was only Intensifled by 
the notorious riot on the night 
of October 7, when Canadian army 
troops were called in to restore 
order to the city. 
However* organization, not vlol- 
ence, has been the most Import- 



ant characteristic emerging in the 
tall of this year. SinceSeptember, 
Raymond Lemieux has been di- 
recting a highly successftil drive 
to organise the students in unlver^ 
sttles/ high schools and Junior 
' colleges. 

Last year the mobilization of 
Quebec students was centered a- 
round Internal school politics. 
But this yeu the students are 
reacting to the "national" ques- 
tion. 

According to Romeo Bouchard, 
an influential student editor, ^'the 
spontaneous confrontation that e- 
merges from these students Is 
moving enough to change Qu6t)ec 
society/' 

Indeed, the remarkable control 
demonstrated by 10,000 impas- 
sioned students on the Tuesday 
night confrontation ai the Union 
Natlonale's Renaissance Club ap- 
pears to confirm their fervent 
dedication to the unlllnguallst ca- 
use. 

The attempt by the government 
to grant " freedom of choice in

education " under Bill 63 has 
dramatic ally catalysed the unl- 
llnguallst movement. Itappearsto 
have created a common front t)e- 
tween workers and students. 

Overnight, the radical dream of 
students and workers united In 
a struggle against a common en- 
emy has come closer to real- 
ization In Quebec than anywhere 
else in North America. 

The Front de Quebec Fran9ais, 

formed over the last weekend, 

brought together the leaders of 

unions, parent-teacher organiza- 

, tlons, nationalist societies and 

' student groups. 

The union groups alone repres- 
ent at least 500,000 workers un- 
der such giants as the Confeder- 
ation of National Trade Unions, 
the ConselUe Syndicate Natlonale, 
and the Corporation des Enselgn- 
ants de Quebec. Support from the 

students is also extremely stronic* 
Tne Front de Quebec Fran^als 
may well h& able to produce the 
half-million demonstrators Ray- 
mond Lemieux has predicted for 



Friday's confrontation. 

At Tuesday's teach-in at the 
University de Montr£al« promln-- 
ent labor leader Michel Chart- 
rand said: "Bill 63 Is an excel- 
lent bill, because It unites the 
French Canadian nation. The 
Union Natlonale party could never 
better serve the French Canad- 
ian people than by what It Is 
doing with Bill 63/' 

"It will create solidarity in the 
French Canadian nation/' he con- 
tinued. "It will unite the workers. 
It will unite the students and the 
farmers. We could never have 
dreamed of an occasion like this." 

Even If the Quebec government 
miraculously comes up with a sol- 
ution to the language of education 
and immigrant issues, the strug- 
gle has only begun. 

The fundamental basis of the con- 
flict In QuetKC Is economic. "La- 
nguage of work" and the econom- 
ic dlscrepencies between English 
and French speaking Qu^l>equols 
will Inevitably emerge as the gut 
'ssue. 



RIOT FOILOWS DEMONSTRATION 



QUEBEC CITY (CUP)-Approx- 
imately 40,000 demonstrators, 
self-policed and peaceful, massed 
in front of the Qu£t>ec national 
assembly buildings Friday (Oct- 
ot)er 31) at the culmination of 
four days of protest against the 
provincial government's Bill 63* 

But their protest was overshad*^ 
owed by violence which broke out 
after the demonstration dissolved, 
when a hard core of 4,000 mili- 
tants charged police guarding the 
assembly buildings and rampaged 
through the provincial capital. 

Provincial premier Jean - Jac- 
ques Bertrand announced before- 
hand that the protest, like others 
during the past week, would not 
change the government's resolve 
to pass the bill, which gives Que- 
bec parents the choice between 
English and French as languages 
of Instruction for their children, 
while declaring French a priority 
language in the province. 

Hundreds of demonstrators were 
held overnight by the Quebec prov- 
incial police after Friday's de- 
monstration. Forty-eight persons 
faced magistrates Saturday Nov^ 
ember 31) on charges of disturbing 
the peace. 



[lundreds ot others were treated 
for Injuries, mostly tear gas as- 
phyxiation, though at least one 
youth was severely Injured when 
thrown through a plate glass win- 
dow by police. 

But the offlclal protest was quiet 
and orderly; mainly due to student 
police who formed atMirrler, arms 
linked between the demonstrators 
andT police surrounding the assem- 
bly building. Provincial police 
later dlsdjssed sending a letter 
of thanks from their association 
to the marchers. 

Throughout the previous week, 
non-vlolcnt marches and teach- 
ins in Montreal and Quebec city 
built momentum for the Hallowe'en 
confrontation. 

Demonstrators, mostly students, 
have mobilized since last Tuesday 
(October 28} around the Issue, 
though their numbers fell farshort^ 
of the half-million which optim- 
istic organizers hoped would ap- 
pear In Quebec City. 

Provincial authorities ringed the 
parliament buildings with 400 riot 
police while approximately 300 
plainclothesmen mingled with the 
demonstrators. 



Relations t)etween demonstrators 
and police remained friendly un- 
til 9 p.m., when the mood of the 
crowd began to change and the ev- 
ents of later In the evening were 
foreshadowed* 

Unlllnguallst leader Raymond i^ 
mleux, one of the chief organizers 
of opposition to Bill 63n scrambled 
atop the truck and beseeched the 
demonstrators to keep back from 
the assembly buildings. 

^'You are not going to take the 
parliament buildings In an old 
jalopy," he shouted* ** Those c 
you who want to start a civil 
war today come with a thousand 
rifles and carbli. !s and ISO tanks. 
But not tonight." 

Lemieux prevailed, and the panel 
truck retreated. 

The march organizers declared 
the protest over at II p*m. and 
most of the demonstrators and 
student marshalls left In a cav- 
alcade^ of 400 buses brought from 
Montreal. 

The results of the achial demon- 
stration are Inconclusive: Bill 63 
is stilt In second reading In the 
assembly and demonstrations will 
probably continue If the bill is 
passed.
